function of all good teachers to bring those ideas 
before them. 

Patriotism in this SriiooLB, 

J have sometimes heard it said that you should 
not teach patriotism in the school i dissent from 
that doctrine. (Cheers.) J lliiuk that patriotism 
should be taught iu the schools. I will fell you 
what I mean by patriotism. By patriotism I do 
not mean Jingoism, but what I mean by patriotism 
is an intelligent appreciation of nil thing* noble 
in the romances, in the literature, and m the history 
*>f one's own count ry- Young people should be 
taught to admire what is great while they are at 
school. And remember Hint for the poor of this 
country the school is a far more important factor 
than it is for the rich people of this country, 
rich children in this country trove a great * 
of influences for good which operate npop^flieir 
character. For tho poor those influeut^tfD; more 
restricted. and cuiaequeatfy thei^tto&L plays a 
far more important part, and^mmipn the train- 
ing college, which inuLteiu^^ic school* plays a far 
more Important piirtJ^fmT formation of character. 
Therefore the s^jAwJTia of importance for the wel- 
fare of IhejseoTntry, and the most important public 
_thg country, in my opinion, are the

Of course there 
is a great deal to crllicr/c in any country, and 1 
should be the last person to suggest that the critical 
faculty should not be exercised and. trained at 
school. But before we teach children to criticize 
Jhe instil ul ions cd their country, before we teach 
them to be critical of what is bad. let us teach 
Micro to recognize and admire wliat is good. Alter 
nil life is very short 3 we nil of us have only one 
life to live, and during that life let os get Into 
ourselves as much love, as much admiration, as 
m licit elevating pleasure as we can, and if we view 
education merely os discipline In critical bitterness, 
then wo sh ill lose nil Llie sweets of life aiul we 
idmll make ourselves unnecessarily miserable.
